NEW BOSTON Army Cor- 
poral Robert D. Lajko, 20, kill- 
« in a heavy battle near Da- 
Nang, Vietnam, Dec. 27, 1966. 
was decorated last week for 
gallantry in action. 

U.S. Army officials presented 
posthumously the Silver Star to 
the still-grieving parents of the 
brave young soldier at their 
Huron Township home Jan. 4. 
The decoration was presented 
in a quiet military ceremony 
as requested by the family. 

Corporal Lajko, one of Huron 
Township’s popular young men 
and former high school athlete, 
is the son of Mr. and Mrs. Paul 
Lajko, Sr., 0/23655 Huron Riv- 
er Drive. 

Another son of the family. 
Pwl Lajko, Jr., 28, served 
four years in the U.S. Air 
Force. Corporal Lajko was Hu- 
ron Township’s first Vietnam 
conflict casualty,

THE YOUNG Army corporal 
is also a recipient of the Mlli- 
b^r\ Merit Medal for ” cour- 
ageous action in Vietnam” and 
the Air Medal tor participation 
in more than 25 aerial missions 
over enemy territory in addition 
to a Purple Heart citation.

and approved by Major General 
John Norton, First Cavalry Di- 
vision (Airmobile) Commander.

ROBERT D. LAJKO 
Silver Star Award to the par- 
ents of Corporal E-4 Lajko 
reads as follows: 

“For gallantry in action: 
Corporal Lajko distinguished 
himself by exceptionally valor- 
ous action on Dec. 27, 1966, 


while serving as the non-com- 
missioned officer in charge of 
a pathfinder team in support of 
an infantry unit during a combat 
operation in the Republic of 
Vietnam. 

On this date, the bivouac 
area of the supported Infantry 
unit came under a fierce early 
morning attack. Corporal Lajko 
crawled from his foxhole un- 
der intense enemy mortar and 
| small arms fire, and began 
covering the withdrawal of the 
infantry troops as the over- 
whelming enemy force overran 
their positions,

WITH COMPLETE disregard 
for his own safety, Corporal 
Lajko remained in his forward 
Position, continuing to fire until 
he had expended all of his am- 
munition, He then began throw- 
ing hand grenades in an attempt 
to slow the onrushlng enemy 
and afford the infantrymen time 
to regroup their defense. 

Corporal Lajko continued his 
valiant stand until he was mor- 
tally wounded. His gallant ac- 
tion under fire stands in keep- 
ing with the highest traditions 
of the military service, and 
reflects great credit upon him- 
self, his unit, and the United 
States Army.**

Mahalak Views Three Major 
Items of Current Session

Lower court reorganisation, 
open housing, and budget ap- 
propriations will be the keynote 
tor the Michigan Legislature 
this year, Representative Ed- 
ward E. Mahalak, D-Romulus, 
said last week, 

"What they will entail, only 
time will tell,” he said, "but 
I expect these three items will 
take up most of our time," 
The Michigan Constitution 
states that the »wer courts 
must be reorganised and of- 
ficials elected by 1969, Mahalak 
said. 

Therefore this legislation 
should be finished by May to 
allow time lor petitioning, cam- 
paigning, and election of the 
needed oflcials, he said. 


OPEN HOUSING, a con- 
troversial bill left from the 
1967 session will be next in 
the session, he said. 

"I don’t know how I will vote 
this time,” he said.

Mahalak voted against the 
housing bill last session, but 
predicts It will pass this time, 

I would like to see an edu- 
cation program to explain 
"open housing” and dispose 
of the fear the people of Michi- 
gan have of it, Mahalak said. 

Mahalak would like to get ap- 
propriations to alleviate prob- 
lems in the Sumpter School Dis- 
trict which covers parts of 
Huron, Airport, and Van Buren 
districts, 

• • • 

MAHALAK is preparing sev- 
eral Mils for this session. One 
bill would allow closer controls 
on sewage dumped in the Great 
Lakes by setting up a compact 
to Include all states bordering 
the Great Lakes. The Public 
Water Resources Commission 
now controls the flow ofsewage 
into the Lakes, he said. This 
bill would strengthen the con- 
trols of this commission. 

Another bill oro posed to 
exempt antique steam engines 
from the state boiler code, 
Mahalak said there are less than 
50 in the state, but they must 
be Inspected, licensed, and in- 
sured, even though they are 
usually used only infrequently 
and for display at fairs and 
exhibitions, 

Mahalak is working with Rob- 
ert D, Mahoney, D-Detroit, on 
a bill to amend a state law 
requiring all blind people to 
purchase an identification card 
at i cost of two dollars. This 
card is used to replace a drivers 


license when It is needed for 
things such as cashing checks. 

Mahalak and Mahoney would 
like the fee to be dropped for 
the blind, but extend the service 
to all other non-drivers, such 
as the elderly and those 17 
and under. For these people the 
card would cost five dollars. 

Mahalak' s work and bills for 
this legislative session reflect 
his membership in the Public 
Safety Legislation Committee. 

He Is also vice chairman of 
the House Military and Veteran 
Affairs Committee. 

Mahalak, elected to the Mich- 
igan House of Representatives 
in 1964, served as a Justice 
of the Peace In Romulus for 14 
years before entering the 
Legislature.

ROMULUS -- An amendment 
to a Romulus Township Zoning 
Ordinance to permit the con- 
struction of a new A & P Super- 
market in Romulus was ap- 
proved last week by the Town- 
ship Board. 

The new A & P Supermarket, 
the Township’s first, is to be 
built at the Intersection of Mld- 
dlebelt and Van Born Roads. 

A retorting of the southeast 
corner site at the intersection 
had been recommended by the 
Township Planning Commis- 
sion. 

Joseph Investment Company, 
8200 East Jefferson Avenue, 
Detroit, rezoning petitioners, 
have been contracted by Atlan- 
tic and Pacific Tea Company of- 
ficials to construct the new 
supermarket, it was reported. 

The structure will occupy a 
portion of 99.10 acres at the 
location which is slated for 
commercial development. 

Waring and Johnson, planning 
consultants for Romulus, rec- 
ommended approval of the 
firm's rezoning request to the 
Township Board. 

The new store, it was said, 
will have 12,500 square feet of 
space devoted to shopping areas. 


"A locality Is taking an im- 
portant step when It develops 
and assumes the obligation to 
carry out a Workable Program 
for Community Improvement. 
It Is taking a good look at 
itself; at the character and con- 
dition of its physical environ- 
ment and at the means and 
measures It has, or lacks, for 
controlling and Improving that 
environment; it is setting its 
goals for future accomplish- 
ments. 

"This Is an occasion of local 
significance - we are going to 
utilize it to publicize the pro- 
gram and to build board com- 
munity support.” 

THE DECLARATION OF 
POLICY is as follows: 

To prepare a comprehensive 


plan to guide the growth of the 
community. Under this general 
idea, an effort is made to de- 
termine the kind of community 
the people want to have. How- 
ever, the planning is not to be 
inflexible. Procedures are set 
up to keep the plans abreast 
of changing times. 

To employ varying amounts 
of technical assistance in order 
to do the planning work prop- 
erly. Community conditions to 
be studied carefully before 
completing our Master Plan. 

To conduct a Land-use Sur- 
vey to determine which land in 
the community is best suited for 
Industrial use, which Is suited 
for Commercial use and so on. 
On the basis of population and 
economic factors, make an esti- 


mate of the amount of land 
likely to be used for each pur- 
pose. 

To adopt a community faci- 
lities plan to show where future 
sites should be acquired for new 
schools, parks, cemeteries, 
hospitals, flre-statlons, police 
stations, municipal buildings 
and playgrounds. 

To plan for Community Im- 
provement with a concept of 
beauty, To erase the scars of 
Junk heaps and litter from the 
face of the community, which 
are injurious to the health, com- 
fort and property values. 

Kozma added: 

"As Chief Executive Officer 
of this Township, I will Include 
in the 1968 Budget, additional 
funds for the following, as far 



as I am permitted by law and 
the Township Board: 

• Improvement for our rec- 
reation facilities. 

• The one-third fund propor- 
tion for our Master Plan. 

• The necessary funded pro- 
portion, if any, for obtaining 
additional services, to enforce 
our existing ordinances and all 
changes and additions, which 
will come about with our new 
Master Plan. 

"It is my hope and the hope 
of our Township Board to com- 
ply with the wishes of the 
Federal Government to make 
our community a better place to 
live, regardless of a person’s 
race, religion or national ori- 
gin.”

Last week, Toth stated that 
the factor used by the state in 
arriving at state equalization 
of property "Is confusing'' and 
sought to get a detailed explan- 
ation from both state and county 
tax commissions. 

HE SAID that Van Buren is 
assessed at 43 per cent of 
reproduction costs and land at 
40 percent. The new method 
used by the state taxing au- 
thorities and relied on by the 
county was adopted two years. 
It requires assessmentofprop- 
erty at 50 per cent of its mar- 
ket value and requires that the 
state equalization valuation be 
posted in tax bills. This is 
higher than that posted by the 
township.

Proposed A partment 
Complex Enhances 
Van Buren’s Growth 

D uring the past several weeks a proposed rezoning 
request involving a reclassification of 147 acres 
of land fronting Belleville Lake near Denton and 
Beckley Roads has caused a considerable amount of 
Interesting discussions. 

A Dearborn located land developer proposes to con- 
struct a '‘high class” apartment complex with a nine- 
hole golf course on the acreage If land owners’ bid for 
rezoning is successful* 

Van Buren Civic Association, whose membership in- 
cludes residents residing in the vicinity of the site, 
have voiced strenuous objections to rezoning of the land. 
They object to an anticipated increase in both vehicle 
and boat traffic. Some object to any type of apartments 
for the area. 

THE FUTURE growth of any community depends in a 
major degree on the bold initiative and courageous 
actions of its leaders. We might add that in this space 
age, any community that lacks this leadership can and 
usually falls behind neighboring communities that favor 
and advocate progress. 

A quick study of Van Buren Township’s adjacent com- 
munities including Westland, Wayne, Inkster and Romulus 
discloses zoning changes to Induce industry and expand 
residential living. 

Apartment projects are on the rise in these areas as 
well as other major cities of the country. Experts 
report that the "better type of apartments” similar to 
those proposed here are in vogue now and are filled as 
soon as available. 

Van Buren can improve Itself with a tax revenue 
raising proposal such as is now under “ dispute” but 
only with the wholehearted cooperation of residents. 

We appreciate the feelings of those who object to 
this proposed apartment complex that Is to be built over 
a five-year period and cost between a reported $35 to 
$40 million. But do they represent the will of the 
majority? 

VAN BUREN lacks adequate recreation facilities. A 
beautifully landscaped golf course on 40 acres of the 
proposed location would be a big asset to the community. 

A "high class” complex would open Van Buren Township 
to better development, is the contention of many. 

Based on present state equalization methods of asses- 
sing property valuation for taxing purposes, the complex 
at its reported construction costs would bring in excess 
of $800,000 annually on the township’s tax rolls, it has 
been reported. 

The proposed site, known as McMullan Point, is 
presently zoned L (Large minimum floor space) or an 
area of medium density. 

We are told that as things stand now, a builder could 
build homes with a minimum of 1,100 square feet, 
especially along 1-94 Expressway. If this happened, the 
township would have no control under present zoning. 

If homes were built in the area by subdivision planners, 
residential restrictions could be set by the builder and 
the homes priced in the $18,000 to $40,000 range, but 
the tax revenue that would benefit the township would be 
less. 

Statistically the proposed apartment complex, when 
and if completed, would pay 60 to 70% more taxes than 
an average home per child, according to reports. 

We think that tax revenue raising progress is good 
for any community, especially Van Buren Township.

Just as pollution control is a 
major problem in fish manage- 
ment, farmland access continues 
to be a major drawback in the 
harvesting of small game, phea- 
sant, cottontail, quail, squirreL 

Farmers are generous, and 
most pheasant hunters will tell 
of farms in goo<J pheasafct ter- 
ritory where they are annually 
welcome. However, unless a 
man has a farm he can go to, 
he can't be a pheasant hunter. 

For numerous decades the 
prediction has been made that 
some day Michigan farmers 
would become aware of the cash 
value of game and fur on their 
property and would get together 
with responsbile sportsmen, 
eager to make it worthwhile 
for the farmer to carry out 
modest programs of wildlife 
management, chiefly by not car- 
rying the clean-farming idea to 
excess, by conservative use of 
herbicides and insecticides, by 
encouraging brushy fence rows 
and patches of swale and by 
planting strips of buckwheat 

There Is no reason why, with 
help from farmers, Michigan 
can't again become the quail 
state that it was In an era when 
the most famous pointers and 
setters in America were owned 
in our state. 

♦ o o 

RETURNS FROM the 1967 
deer season are on the cheer- 
ful side. A harvest of 103,400 
deer is indicated, 65,500 of 
them bucks. This Is 13 per- 
cent higher than the 1966 rec- 
ord. 

The best deer hunting was 
in the Lower Peninsula, as pre- 
dicted by conservation depart- 


ment field men. There had been 
a considerable winter die-off 
in the browsed-out yarding 
areas above the Straits. 

It may be an excess of op- 
timism to say that there is 
a growing awareness of the 
critical need for deer manage- 
ment to keep the herd on a 
level with its food supply Uy 
systematic harvesting of antler- 
less deer. 

A program that should have 
been l|unched when deer popu- 
lation was at Its peak is coming 
to be accepted -- let us hope -- 
as a logical necessity if Mich- 
igan is to keep its abundance 
of the most popular of all Ameri- 
can big game, the white-tail 
deer. 

A happy big game bonus has 
been the black bear boom. Lin- 
gering from frontier days, when 
the black bear was charged with 
killing of domestic stock, bear 
were hunted and trapped the 
year around. Protective laws 
have enabled the black bear to 
stage a come-back, providing 
the most rugged sport we have-- 
bear hunting with dogs.

WE HAVE good news about 
waterfowl. Hy Dahlka of Gi- 
braltar keeps day-to-day rec- 
ords of ducks on one of the 
most important concentration 
areas, where Detroit River Joins 
Lake Erie. Hy's books show 
that the fall migration In 1966 
exceeded any that he had ob- 
served In 30 years. 

Last fall — 1967 — was not 
as spectacular as 1966 but, 
compared with all other years, 
back to the twenties, it was 
excellent.

DETROrr - Senator Philip 
Hart and members of Wayne 
County’s congressional dele- 
gation pledged to fight a 
threatened reduction in Federal 
funds for the county’s 1968 
anti-poverty program at a 
public citizens* hearing 
Saturday. 

Sharing the platform with 
Hart were Congressmen John 


Conyers, Charles Diggs Jr., 
and John Dingell and Repre- 
sentatives of Congressman 
Lucien Nedzi and William D. 
Ford. Presiding at the meeting 
were Governor G. Men non 
Williams, Chairman of the 
Wayne County Economic Op- 
portunity Committee (the 
citizens* advisory group to the 
county Office of Economic 
Opportunity), and Vice-Chair- 


men Delora Yori and Clarence 
Sabbath. 

Hart said the Michigan 
delegation would carry the 
county’s case to National OEO 
Director Sargent Shriver. 

•Every poverty program in 
this country needs more 
money", Hart stated, "This 
is a tragic indictment on our

is in a position to win the war 
on poverty through programs 
for jobs, education, and hous- 
ing", Hart said.

Aliens are Reminded 


Walter A. Sahll, District Di- 
rector of the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service, reminds 
aliens In Michigan that Wednes- 
day, Jan. 31, is the deadline for 
filing address report forms as 
required under provisions of 
the 1952 Immigration and Na- 
tionality Act, 

The Immigration official 
urged aliens who have not yet 
filed their address reports to 
do so no later than Jan. 31 to 
avoid possible penalties. 

Sahll said the law requires 
that every alien except those 
having diplomatic status and 
representatives of certain In- 
ternational organizations must 
file the address report during 
January of each year at the 
nearest Post Office or Immi- 
gration and Naturalization 
Service office.

Although they're on the raz- 
or's edge where one more slip 
and they'll plunge deep into the 
depths of the Twin Valley Con- 
ference, don’t count Romulus 
and coach A1 Duva out of the 
title race.

evaluation of school programs 
for children who have learning 
problems resulting from a com- 
bination of neurological and 
psychological factors. 

It is estimated that 10-15 per- 
cent of all students may be suf- 
fering from such problems and 
that these usually affect reading 
ability.

THIS PROBLEM area has only 
been discovered and recognized 
generally in the past four or 
five years. As a consequence, 
there are very few educational 
programs in operation to deal 
effectively with the issue. 

The Wayne County Study of 
Children with Special Learning 
Disabilities was initiated by the 
Wayne County Intermediate 
School District last October and 
will continue for at least two 
years. 

Dr. Haywood is the first of 
a series of experts to be called 
in by the Study Steering Com- 
mittee in its attempt to develop 
programs for students with the 
special learning disability com- 
monly referred to as a "per- 
ceptual handicap." 

It is hoped that the Study will 
lead to improved new programs 
by the end of the 1968-69 school 
year.
